“in the interest of the people,” 
but declared “I have nothing 
to do with politics.” , 

He said he wants to continue 
to cooperate with the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization 
(SEATO) and wants to keep the 
headquarters of that anti-Com- 
munist alliance in Bangkok. A 
meeting of SEATO military ad- 
visers is scheduled to open here 
Thursday. 

As for continuation of USS. 
military aid to Thailand, Sarit 
said: “Now we have been ac- 
cepting American military assis- 
tance and we must carry on.” 

Asked whether he would be- 
come Premier, Sarit replied: 
“Many people want to be 
Premier.” 

Sarit’s advisers are reportedly 
anxious to retain the Army com- 
mander in chief as a real power 
but also searching for a new 
Premier who is well known 
abroad and could attest Thai- 
land’s intention to honor pres- 
ent pro-Western ties. One men- 
tioned is Pote Sarasin, newly ap- 
pointed SEATO secretary gen- 
eral and former ambassador to

Nationwide Police Alert On 
To Watch ‘Undesirable Aliens’ 


The Police Agency recently 
sent out instructions to regional 
police headquarters throughout 
the country to keep a close 
Watch on undesirable aliens and 
collect evidence needed for their 
deportation. 

According to a report releas- 
ed by the agency, some 5,000 

eigners, mainly Koreans and 
Taiwanese, are residing in Japan 
illegally. 

As many as 622 foreigners 
Were ordered to leave this coun- 
try in the first half of this year 
alone. However, it is not 
known how many actually left 
the country, obeying deportation 
orders, the report said. 

“A deported foreigner can 


“easily” re-enter Japan as a. 


tourist using an alias, as finger- 
printing requirements do not ap- 
ply to tourists. In this way, 
Japan has gained notoriety as 
“a paradise for illegal entrants,” 
the report said. 

According to figures listed in 
the report, a monthly average 
of 11,000 criminal offenses were 
committed by foreigners in the 
January-June period of this 
year. 

A total of 1,992 cases were 
listed in Tokyo for the same 6- 
month period. The figure in- 
cluded 965 cases of theft; assault 
301; accidental homicide and 
causing bodily harm 211; and 
144 cases of fraud. The report 
noted that There was no case of 
manslaughter or burglary com-

Cesium-137 Found 
In Polished Rice 


MAEBASHI (Kyodo)—Noboru 
Yamagata, assistant professor at 
University, reported 
yesterday that he detected 210 
micro-microcuries of cesium-137 
in 9 kilograms of polished rice 
obtained from 10 kilograms of 
unhulled rice. 

In a report to the Education 
Ministry, Yamagata said he also 
detected 200 micro-microcuries 
of cesium-137 in one kilogram 
of rice bran obtained by polish- 
ing 10 kilograms of unhulled 
rice, from the crop of 1956. 

The Welfare Ministry had an- 
nounced that strontium-90 was 
detected in a greater quantity in 
rice bran than‘in polished rice, 
whereas in the case of cesium- 
137, about the same amount was 
detected in both polished rice 
and rice bran, indicating that 
cesium-137 is more dangerous 
than strontium-90. 


Gigantic Black Spots 


Discovered on Sun 


The Tokyo Astronomical Ob- 
servatory discovered 14 groups 
of black spots on the sun yester- 
day morning, one of which was 
the largest seen this year. 

The largest group, compris- 
ing some 80 black spots, extend- 
ed 120,000 miles in length and 
was 15 to 16 times as large as 
the earth. 

The observatory said that the 
black spots might cause magne- 
tic storms and interfere with 
jradio communications.

And one minute later, the 
reactor recorded an output of 
0.5 watts—a modest start ac- 
companied with limitless »0s- 
sibilities for the future, 

State Minister Shoriki, pledged 
in a speech that Japan would 
continue its efforts to develop 
atomic energy. 

He said that though one 
atomic reactor now has been 
ignited, Japan will have to 
overcome many hardships be- 
fore it will be able to reach the 
international level in atomic 
energy development. 

Daigoro Yasukawa, director 
of the research institute, said 
the foundation for Japan’s use 
and development of atomic 
energy was laid through the 
completion of the reactor, 

Tokai, which up until two 
years ago was an_ isolated 
village facing the Pacific Ocean, 
was in a festive mood yester- 
day as hundreds of persons ar- 
rived to take part in the cele- 
brations. 

Homes and stores lining the 
road leading to the entrance to 
the Atomic Energy Research In- 
stitute were bedecked with 
flags, and fireworks were set off 
in celebration. Schools in the 
village were closed for the oc- 
casion. 

Japan’s operation of the reac- 
tor came 15 -years after the 
world’s first reactor was kindled 
within the compounds of Chica- 
go University in 1942 and 12 
years after Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki were hit by the atom- 
ic bomb. 

Construction of the water- 
boiler type reactor was com- 
menced in August last year, 


following conclusién of a com. 


tract with the North American 
Aviation Inc. for import of the 
reactor, 


Parts for the reactor, shipped 
to Japan from the United 
States, were completely  in- 
stalled by April. 

In May, 10 kilograms of 
enriched uranium, containing 
some two kilograms of U235, 
arrived in Japan as fuel for the 
reactor. 

Japan has yet to decide whe- 
ther to import the first atomic 
power reactor for actual gen- 
eration on an industrial scale 
from Britain or the United 
States. 
Tokai-mura research reactor, 
however, will make it possibie 
for Japan to start training its 
scientists in the atomic energy 
field. 


NATO Allies Test 


Channel Defense 

LONDON (AP)—The English 
Channel came under simulated 
siege Wednesday as the NATO 
Allies began testing their ability 
to defend the narrow waterway 
against air and submarine at- 
tack. 


Hundreds of merchant ships, 
including giant ocean liners, be- 
came the willing targets of 
dummy attack by forces of the 
opposing “Orange” navy. Along 
the shore, coast guard person- 
nel, fishermen and volunteer 
workers kept watch for ships, 
planes and mines. 


The defense of the channel is 
known as Exercise “Stand Firm.” 
It is being held in conjunction 
with Exercise “Strike Back,” a 
massive NATO maneuver involv- 
ing naval forces of seven na- 
tions. 


While the main NATO sea 
forces steamed for the North 
Atlantic area where “Strike 
Back” begins Thursday, the 
channel region and the south- 
ern part of the North Sea came 
under “attack” a day early. 


Units of the attacking forces 
will range from midget sub- 
marines to the U.S. Navy’s Nau- 


tilus, the first atomic propelled 
submarine.

Second ICBM 
Said Fired 
By Soviets 


LONDON (INS)—The Soviet 
Union was reported Wednesday 
to have conducted a new series 
of nuclear tests and to have 
fired a second intercontinental 
ballistic missile. 


Scientists in Tokyo, noting 
heavy radioactive rainfall in 
northern Japan for the past two 
days, said nuclear tests must 
have been held in the Soviet 
Union during the past weekend. 

Separate reports reaching 
military circles in London said 
the Russians had fired another 
ICBM on Sept. 7 or 8. 

The Russians announced on 
Aug. 26 that they had success- 
fully fired an ICBM “in the 
past few days,” but no an- 
nouncement has been made 
about the reported second test 
firing. 


Hokkaido Reports 
Radioactive Rain 


SAPPORO (Kyodo) — Three 
localities in Hokkaido reported 
that radioactivity of 1,100 to 
3,100 counts per minute was 
detected in tests on rain that 
fell Tuesday. 

The highest count of 3,100 
units was obtained from one 
liter of rain water analyzed 


by the Sapporo Weather 
Bureau. 

A report from Wakkanai 
said that 1,460 counts per 


minute was detected in tests on 
rain in that area. 

The Kushiro Weather Bureau 
detected 1,010 counts in early 
morning rainfall and 960 
counts in rain that fell later 
in the day. 


SAPPORO (Kyodo)—Heavy 
rainfall since Tuesday night 
has caused widespread damage 
in Hokkaido. 

Police reports as of yesterday 
noon listed 1,367 houses flood- 
ed and 980 acres of paddy and 
vegetable fields inundated.

The General Council of Japan 
Labor Unions (Sohyo) issued a 
statement yesterday criticizing 
the Government decision to ban 
the present formula of deduct- 
ing the monthly labor union 
fees from the wages of public 
corporation personnel as a “uni- 
lateral move ignoring the spirit 
of existing laws.” 


The statement declared that 
if the Government shouid en- 
force the law banning the fee 
deduction to the letter, it would 
also be right for railway em- 
ployes to strictly observe Article 
26 of the Railway Business Law 
which’ prohibits conductors 
from taking aboard any more 
passengers when there are no 
vacant seats in a train. 

If there would be any con- 
fusion in rail transportation or 
normal operation of mail, radio 
and television services because 
of strict observance of laws, 
the statement said, the Govern- 
ment must assume all the re- 
sponsibility. 

Meanwhile, the Postal Services 
Ministry decided tentatively yes- 
terday to prohibit the month- 
ly collection of union fees from 
the wages of its employes. 


21 Hospitalized 
By Food Poisoning 


NARA (Kyodo)—Twenty-one 
of 93 Tokyo secondary school 
students and teachers who 
were hit by food poisoning 
Tuesday were hospitalized in 
the Nara National Hospital and 
Sahogawa Hospital yesterday. 
. A doctor said they had sym- 
ptoms of dysentery. 

The ailing students and teach- 
ers are part of a joint second- 
ary school excursion team from 
Edogawa-ku, Tokyo, which 
is made up of 1,207 students 
and teachers. 

Eleven of the 93 have re- 
covered from the illness and 
left for home Tuesday night. 
The remaining 61 were in bed 
at four hotels in this city but 
were expected to leave for home 
last night. 

Whether the 21 patients are 
suffering dysentery or not was

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Movies in Review 


‘Jeanne 


Eagles’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


The life of Jeanne Eagles, the 
notorious Broadway queen 
around the 1920s, a tiger woman 
who is known to have climbed 
to her stardom using every trick 
in the book and fell from it to 
die in the gutters a spent vic- 
tim of alcohol and narcotics at 
the age of 35, is an interesting 
subject for a director to handle 
in any way he wants. He can 
either express his idea of art, 
or simply aim at the box office. 


George Sidney chose the lat- 
ter. His “Jeanne Eagles” pro- 
duced and directed for Colum- 
bia, opening at Yuraku Theater 
Saturday, is a mild period piece 
in which Kim Novak plays the 
leading role. In this picture 
two choices are offered to the 
audience, either to delight in 
the follies of the nostalgic 1920s 
or simply to gaze at the likeable 
platinum blonde. The two are 
not necessarily incompatible 
with each other. 


One has reasons to suspect 
that this was done because Di- 
rector Sidney knew better than 
anyone else the inadequacy of 
Kim Novak to play the fiery 
woman with talons and talents 
and used the film to suit her in- 
stead of the other way round. 
This was just as well for the 
picture is more faithful to Kim 
Novak and the box office than 
to Jeanne Eagles. 


Kim Novak is perfectly happy 
in the first quarter of the film 
in which she appears as a young 
waitress from Kansas City 
straining for a place on the 
stage. She gets a place with 
Jeff Chandler’s itinerant show, 
nagging him into taking her. 


They travel through small 
towns and villages regaling 
their bawdy audience. They 


soon become lovers. Only the 
girl’s consuming passion for 
fame keeps her from marrying 
him. They reach New York, 
with ambition in their hearts 
for their particular kind of 
show. 


She chooses for her mentor 
the then famous dramatic coach 
Mme. Nielson (Agnes Moore- 
head) and pesters her until she 
reluctantly accepts her. Then 
begins her rise to the dramatic 
firmaments, which is too thinly 
documented to be convincing. 
One of the highlights is the evi- 
dently famous episode of her 
stealing a star role from a 
broken-down actress who was 
once famous (played by Virgi- 
nia Grey). The role she steals 
is that of Sadie Thompson in 
Somerset Maugham’s “Rain,” 
on which Jeanne Eagles made 
her name. This is a strong 
enough situation to make an im- 
pression even with the rigid act- 
ing of Kim in the role of the 
wicked woman. 

So far not bad; but it becomes 
a definite burden and nightmare 
for Kim to be Jeanne Eagles in 
the later stages—Jeanne Eagles 
married to a dullard (Charles 
Drake) while breaking her heart 
over the cooling old lover, play- 


ed by Jeff Chandler, with his as 
sured delightful mannerisms; 
Jeanne Eagles as a dope addict 
and drunk fluffing her lines and 
expelled from the actors’ socie- 
ty. Kim’s drunken scenes are 
strained and unconvincing. 

Occasionally, however, a scene 
or two gives an _ interesting 
overtone quite unexpected from 
the popular approach taken by 
the director such as the moody 
Hollywood hotel scene on a 
Christmas night. Utterly drunk, 
Kim sits in her plumed regalia, 
contempleting unseeingly an 
electric fan on the side table, 
while her husband, equally 
drunk, lies prostrate nearby. 
Also there is one extremely in- 
teresting scene of Hollywood in 
which Jeanne Eagles and her ro- 
mantic lead are being shot in a 
silent film on a full stage setting 
presided by Director Frank Bor 
zage himself. 


‘Bengal Brigade’ 

The seething violence of In- 
dia’s most turbulent era comes 
to life on the Technicolor 
screen in Universal-Interna- 
tional’s “Bengal Brigade,” which 
opens on Sept. 24 at the Maru- 
nouchi Toho Theater, starring 
Rock Hudson, Arlene Dahl <nd 
Ursula Thiess. Opening with a 
spectacular filming of the '‘ast- 
ditch defense of Malakai Pass, 
the picture is swept with the 
history of a revolt-ridden peo- 
ple. 

Against this canvas of his- 
tory, the clash of personalities 
and the surge of battle weave 
the inspiring narrative of the 


mutinous hero of Malakai 
whose defiance of orders saved 
his loyal Sepoy troops but 


cursed him with disgrace. The 
great love that almost eluded 
him, the intrigue that followed 
him from market place to 
palace, the danger that dogged 
his tracks through swamp and 
jungle, the daring with which 
he defied the rebels and re- 
stored his honor make Y Ye 7 
Brigade” an epic oO raw 
courage and glory. 

Arlene Dahl, as the colonel’s 
daughter who is renounced by 
the outcast Hudson, is a crea- 
ture of shimmering beauty who 
might well have inspired deeds 
that could change the course 
of history. And exotic Ursula 
Thiess, the highly publicized 
European star, lives up to her 
advance heralding—as the na- 
tive girl who nurses wounded 
Hudson back to health, tnen 
must disavow her love for him. 

Based on the novel “Bengal 
Tiger” by Hall Hunter, “Bengal 
Brigade” owes the effectiveness 
of its many big scenes to the 
large-scale conceptions’ that 
Director Laslo Benedek obvi- 


ously started with. The sets 
provided by art. directors

Ulanova gives a supreme 


performance as Giselle with 
Fadeyechev as Count Albrecht in the Towa release film “The 
Bolshoi Ballet and Giselle,” opening Sunday at Tokyo Theater. 


‘The Bolshoi-Ballet and Giselle’ 


By JEAN ANDERSON 


“The Bolshoi’ Ballet and 
Giselle” which opens Sept. 22 at 
the Tokyo Theater successfully 
captures the magic of a great 
performance on film. Beautiful- 
ly photographed in color, the 
dancing gets the handsome 
showcase it deserves. 

It is a movie enthusiastically 
recommended to those unable to 
get seats for the Bolshoi Ballet’s 
perforcances here. And those 
who were either entranced or 
appalled by the group’s acro- 
batics owe it to themselves to 
see the vast difference between 
the track and field meet in To- 
kyo and the amt in London (for 
this film was made during the 
Bolshoi’s London appearance). 

A comparison between the 
ballet company’s two out-of-Rus- 
sia performances is inevitable, 
and is especially unavoidable 
because four numbers on the 
first part of the film were also 
done in Tokyo (Spring Water, 
Dying Swan, the Polonnaise 
from “Ivan Susanin,” and Wal- 
purgisnacht). 


Varied Selection 


The first part of the film is a 
varied selection of short dances 
and the level of performance is 
moderately higher than in To- 
kyo, but in one number, Dying 
Swan, the performance by 
Ulanova is so incandescent that 
the memory of the stilted, 
wooden “Dying Swan” seen 
here last week seems like a bad 
dream. 

About Ulanova it is impos- 
sible to say enough, and there 
is no danger of overrating her 
because her dance is art of such 


scene is an acting challenge, 
with its change of pace from 
Giselle’s tender awakening of 
young love to the touching and 
horrifying spectacle of her go- 
ing mad when she learns her 
lover is engaged to another. The 
second act is a “white” ballet, 
with long white skirts and a 
moonlit glen, calling for all the 
idealized beauty of classic ballet. 


Perfect Performance 


There are probably mad 
scenes to equal Ulanova’s—Nora 
Kaye's, for instance—and Mar- 
kova in her prime danced a 
more ethereal second act, but it 
would be quibbling to indulge 
in comparisons; Ulanova’s per- 
formance is, very simply, per- 
fection. Hers is a complete and 
rounded conception of the role 
that leaves considerations of 
technique far behind. She is 
utterly enchanting as the young 
peasant maid and entirely be- 
lievable in her mad scene. In 
th: second act, which is much 
more pure dance, she has such 
control of her part that her 
technique is completely sub- 
servient to the ideal of beauty 
which guides her performance. 


When this plain-faced, mousy- 
haired, middle-aged woman en- 
ters, youth and innocence and 
love come alive, and when she 
dances as a spirit in the second 
act human striving for perfec- 
tion is deeply communicated. 
The .touches of her genius are 
everywhere—in one small mo 
ment she is pulled by her moth- 
er on one side and her lover on 
the other; with a slight move 
ment of her body one feels the 
Strain of that eternal tension. 


Other roles (Prince Albrecht, 
the forester, and the Queen of 
the Willys) are well danced, 
but the evening is definitely 
Vlanova’s.

*‘Donzoko’

Akira Kurosawa’s latest film, 
“Donzoko,” now playing at the 
Chiyoda Gekijo is an adaption of 
Gorky’s “The Lower Depths” 
which is so literal that if you 
reread the play before going 
you needn’t know Japanese. 
At the same time, the treatment 
if literal is competely un- 
prosaic. Kurosawa has _ il 
luminated this rather disagrce- 
able drama with a Visual 
magnificence, a pictorial im- 
agination, and a really unex- 
pected beauty that makes one 
quite forget that the original 
Was a play. Not a trace of the 
Stage is left—it is all pure 
cinema. 

This is not to say that the 
film isn’t talky. It is essentially 
one long conversation, and yet 
the result is not merely 12 
filmed Shingeki performance. 
Using virtuoso camera work 
(three cameras going at once, 
telescopic lens), an  experi- 
mental sound-track, and _  ex- 
tremely judicious cutting, Kuro- 
Sawa has created a filmic experi- 
ence which no one is likely to 
forget. 

One of the ways he achieved 
it was through a rather revolu- 
tionary shooting technique. 
Every day, eight hours a day, 
for almost 80 days, all the 
actors, in full costume and make- 
up, and technicians, including 
the cameraman, met on the 
Single set to rehearse. Then 
they finally shot the film. One 
of the important results was an 
ensemble effect rare on the 
screen. One almost never sees 
such unanimity of purpose 
among actors. There are no 
stars, though Toshiro Mifune, 
Isuzu Yamada and Kyoko Ka- 
gawa all appear. What one 
sees is an acting unit, one part 
very carefully balanced against 
the other. 

Another result was that film 
has a real style, a consistent set 
of rules governing characters, 
camera movement, formal com- 
position and editing. These 
rules all unify the film, making 
it a bit more consistent than 
life itself is, and giving us that 
higher realism which we usual- 
ly call art. 

One could go on for columns 
admiring things about this film 
but, primarily, the main reason 
for everything is Kurosawa, his 
intense respect for his craft, his 
acute visual imagination and ‘his 
humility before his material. In 
“Kumo-no-sujo” he transcribed 
Macbeth” without once  be- 
traying Shakespeare; in “Don- 
zoko” by transferring Gorky’s 
blousy, drunken, dregs of 
humanity from Czarist Russia 
to Tokugawa Edo he has, if any- 
thing, intensified what is endur- 
ing in the play. After seeing 
this film no one is likely’ to 
challenge the statement that 
Kurosawa is one of the few 
great directors of the world to- 


day. 


magnitude that all descriptions 
pale against the actual experi- 
ence of her performance. Un- 
like any of the Russian dancers 
we have seen here, her dancing 
is above any consciousness of 
technique. 


In Dying Swan her arm 
movements are incredibly beau- 
tiful, languorous and comple- 
tely meaningful. As danced by 
Ulanova, there is a reason for 
every gesture, and heaven 
knows it is an art in itself to 
create something out of the 
banal choregraphy of this dance. 
The whole dance is a breathless 
moment, a creation of idealized 
beauty that weaves an absolute- 
ly transfixing spell. 


Superb Filming 


The second part of the movie 
is the complete two acts of “Gi- 
selle” filmed during the actual 
performance before Queen Eli- 
zabeth. It is one of life’s not- 
so-minor miracles that one of the 
truly great moments of dance 
should be permanently preserv- 
ed (and so beautifully) on film. 

The technique used to film the 
dance is the most successful 
of the many attempts we have 
seen to achieve the delicate bal- 
ance between a static focusing 
on the whole stage and the close- 
ups of faces and twirling feet 
that add interest but destroy 
the over-all scope. 


It is rather awesome that the 
film could be so well made dur- 
ing an actual performance with 
no opportunities for retakes, 
but the spontaneity and imme- 
diacy that the moviegoer feels 
as part of an actual audience 
seeing a living performance 
was well worth the effort of 
making the film under such cir- 
cumstances. There are even the 
endearing imperfections of a 
live performance, such as the 
moment when Ulanova tries 
without success to pull off the 
ribbon tying up her hair at the 
beginning of her mad scene.

Export contracts validated 
during August totaled $242,458,- 
000 or a-46 per cent decline 
from the like period of the pre- 
vious year, the Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The figure of $242,458,000, 
however, represented a 17.4 per 
cent gain as compared with the 
previous year’s monthly aver- 
age. 

According to the announcer 
ment, the month witnessed a de- 
crease in export contracts in al- 
most all the dollar, sterling 
pound and open account areas. 

Itemwise, the export of cotton 
goods and chemical fibers de- 
creased. Primarily responsible 
for the loss was Indonesia’s 
failure to import Japanese 


goods. 

Classified by areas, the dollar 
area accounted for $108,177,000 
or a 2.5 per cent decline from 
the previous month. Export 
. contracts with the U.S., Canada 
and the Republic of Korea de- 
creased. 

Contracts with the U.S. declin- 
ed by 10.1 per cent to $56,201,- 
000 but an increase was record- 
ed in contracts concluded with 
Liberia and Norway for the ex- 
port of vessels. 

The sterling pound area ac- 
counted for $106,540,000 or 7.5 
per cent decrease from the pre- 
vious month. 

Import contracts by Britain, 
Communist China, India, Thai- 
land and Burma were below the 
amount of the previous month. 
Contracts with Communist 
China declined except for ma- 
chinery and chemical fibers. 

Contracts with the open area 
amounted to $27,741,000 or a 1.6 
per cent decrease while a simi- 


lar decrease was scen in Japan’s | 


exports to the Philippines and 
Indonesia. But contracts with 
Taiwan for the export of ma- 
chinervy and chemical fibers in- 
creased. 


Hosiery Designs 
LONDON (AP) — British 
makers of hosiery and other 
goods were asked Wednesday 
to submit systematic surveys of 
whether their designs had been 
pirated by Japanese firms. The 
Nottingham and District fosiery 
Manufacturers Assn. sent its 
members a circular stating that 
“Made in England” is being put 
on some foreign goods and ask- 
ing whether such pirating has

WASHINGTON (AP)—Japan, | 
India, the Philippines and other 
Asian nations may be expected 
to share in World Bank loans 
totaling hundreds of millions of 
dollars in the next few years, a 
survey indicated Tuesday. 

India will receive well over 
200 million dollars in loans from 
the bank over the next four 
years. 

Japan also has been assured 
of substantial backing by the 
bank in its efforts to raise 300 to 
400 million abroad to help fi- 
nance its quickening industrial 
expansion. 7 

The bank’s portfolio of pro- 
jected loans in Asia also in- 
cludes the Philippines, Pakistan 
and Ceylon. 

Asian Finance Ministers, who 
two years ago complained vigor- 
ously that the bank was not 
responding sufficiently to their 
applications for development 
projects, will find the outlook 
improving steadily, bank au- 
thorities say. 

The bank’s roster of loan pro- 
jects will be under scrutiny next 
week when the governors of the 
World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund from 80 nations 
hold their annual meeting here. 

President Eugene R. Black has 
expressed regret that the World 
Bank cannot lend as much as 
India would like, but bank 
spokesmen said there is no fric- 
tion with the Indian Govern- 
ment.

Egyptian Dam Experts 
Due Here Mid-October 


CAIRO (AP)—The Egyptian 
Government is sending the 
three experts on its high dam 
project to Tokyo in October to 
inspect Japanese capacity for 
dam construction. 

Samir Helmy,‘secretary gen- 
eral of the High Dam Board, 
Dr. Hassan Zaky, head of the 
High Dam Department, and 
Dr. Mohamed Selim, engineer 
who was one of the pioneers in 
drawing up the project, expect 
to reach Japan around Oct, 17. 

Selim said Egypt is deter- 
mined to go through with the 
project, despite the withdrawal 
of Western offers of financing. 
Selim said bids may be solicit- 
ed early next year for pre- 
liminary work on the project.

Japan Assured of Backing 
By International Bank 


projects underway at present 
for Japan, Black has discussed 
with Finance Minister Ichimada 
Japan’s intentions of borrowing

Black has assured the Japa- 
nese that this amount appears 
to be in line with Japan’s ex- 
panding economy.

Ichimada is expected to make 
further arrangements on _ spe- 
cific loans while he is here. 


Black’s assurances went con- 
siderably beyond an_ earlier 
agreement reached in 1952. At 
that time the bank set a level 
of about 100 million dollars for 
loans it would consider for 
Japan. To date the bank has 
extended Japan about 85 mil- 
lion dollars in foreign credit. 


Canada’s Producers 
Of Plywood Hit 


MONTREAL (AP)—Canadian 
plywood manufacturers are in 
danger of losing their domestic 
market to Japanese competition 
in the same manner that the 
Japanese ousted them from the 
American market, the Canadian 
Hardwood Veneer and Plywood 
Assn. was told Tuesday. 


Robert N. Hawes, general 
counsel of the Hardwood Ply- 
wood Institute of the United 
States, urged Canadian pro- 
ducers to take a good look at 
the future of their domestic 
market, 


Canada now supplied only 4 
per cent of the plywood import- 
ed into the U.S. compared with 
64 per cent in 1951, he said. 

Imports from Japan _ had 
“devastated” the American mar- 
ket, he said, outlining efforts 
of U.S. plywood manufacturers 
to impose a quota on Japanese 
plywood, 


A hardwood plywood quota 
was pending in the U.S. Con- 
gress, he said. Neither Con- 
gress and the U.S. Administra- 
tion could ignore the matter be- 
cause too many American in- 
dustries were being affected 
seriously by the _ low-priced 
Japanese imports. 


Direct imports into Canada 
were following the American 
pattern, he said, with con- 
sequent unemployment in the 
forests and in Canadian mills 
now operating at 40 per cent 
capacity.

Intensifying Imports 

HAMBURG (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Prof. Ludwig Erhard, West 
German Economics Minister, 
said in an interview published 
Wednesday that shis ministry 
was considering measures to in- 
tensify home demand for goods 
in order to increase imports. 

The independent newspaper 
Die Welt said he told its cor- 
respondent one of the main 
tasks facing the government 
was to leve! the balance of pay- 
ments, but this could not be 
done by artificial throttling of 
exports.

A Transportation 
White Paper disclosed Tuesday 
that the Japan Air Lines had 
finally come of age and was not 
only able to hold its own in the 
international air pussenger Com- 
petition, but could expect a rosy 
picture of worldwide expansion 
by 1965. 

It revealed that in 1956 JAL 
had carried 18,900 passengers 
over the Pacific Courier route, 
2.4 times the number in 1954 
which was the year of its in- 
auguration, A 3.6 times increase 
in the Tokyo-Hongkong-Bangkok 
portion of the extended JAL in- 
ternational route and a jump 
from 2,028,000 flight miles in 
1954 to 3,456,000 was also re- 
ported. The balance sheet of 
the 1956 fiscal year backed up 
the report with a 500 million 
yen profit for the year which in 
1954 had shown an operational 
deficit of 1,200 million yen.

The five-day conference, however, was not just between 
these two important leaders. More than 100 Government 
members and delegates from groups that had been in open 
rebellion against Jakarta’s rule joined in the debates. The 
fact that they ended in full agreement on a new program 
does indeed spell grounds for optimism. 

Some major changes in the “guided democracy” plan 
of Mr. Sukarno can be expected when the recammendations 
of this historic conference are put into effect—after Mr. 


Hatta returns from a Communist China tour. 


The new 


National Council, which had been criticized as antidemo- 
cratic because it took powers from the Cabinet and Par- 
liament; will be transformed into a senate-type upper house. 
Significantly, it will be enlarged by adding more repre- 
Sentatives from the provinces, thus better welding the 


island nation together. 


Precisely what Mr. Hatta’s role will be is not yet too 
clear. Obviously, though, the objections he and others had 
to the existing governmental set-up have been satisfied. 

It is, of course, not for us or any other outsiders to give 
the Indonesians recommendations on how to run their af- 


fairs. 


We in Japan are more concerned about finding a 


solution to the reparations problem so that we may put our 
relations on a proper course. As neighbors who must work 
together; we are at the same time concerned about their 
success in solving their internal problem. This current 
Sign of-a break in their clouded political horizon is some- 
thing we can wholeheartedly welcome.

Significance of Herr Strauss 


BONN—The most formidable, 
interesting, and controversial 
new figure as yet thrown up by 
the post-occupation Germany of 
the great recovery period is the 
Minister of Defense Franz Josef 
Strauss. Intense ambition, ruth- 
less intelligence and abounding 
energy are the chief character- 
istics of this young South Ger- 
man who entered politics by 
the back door, so to speak, as 
a clerk in a local government 
office in the early occupation 
years. He is a_ brilliant 
speaker, too—one might also 
say a briliant potential dem- 
agogue. 

In the present election cam- 
paign, he needs all his talents 
on the stump. As Minister of 
Defense, he is rearming Ger- 
many, not quite fast enough to 
satisfy the NATO High Com- 
mand but altogether too fast 
to please the opposition to the 
Adenauer Government, So 
Strauss is a principal Socialist 
target, and his campaign meet- 
ings have sometimes verged %n 
riot. 

In sum, this stocky, florid- 
looking, still-youthful man, is 
already an important personal- 
ity in German politics. But 
this was not the reason why 
the youthful Defense Minister 
struck me as being something 
of a human portent. He seemed 
so significant, rather, because 
he and Chancellor Adenauer 
were just about the only Ger- 
‘mans I have encountered on 
this return to Germany after 
five years absence, who seemed 
fully conscious of the vast new 
German weight in the world 
balance, 
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Almost all Germans are still 
too absorbed in rebuilding 


their country to have noticed 
the change in their country’s 
position. They look blankly 
bewildered, if you point out 
that Germany is already chal- 
lenging Britain’s place as third 
power in the world and second 
power in the West. Chancellor 
Adenauer, the leader who pre- 
sided over the German recovery, 
is of course well aware of his 
own success. But the Chancel- 
lor’s program for the German 
future has always been crystal 
clear in his own mind, and

Yomiuri Shimbun wondered 
why the new policy announced 
by the Liberal-Democratic Party 
has lacked public appeal even 
though it covered an extensive 
field of politics. The paper as- 
cribed its lack of appeal to the 
fact that it dealt with too many 
administrative measures. The 
order of priority under the po- 
licy is thus made vague, leav- 
ing the people in the dark as 
to what administrative measures 
the Kishi Cabinet desires to 
carry out with all its available 
means. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
said the 12th session of the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly, now under way, is very 
significant for this country as 
it is the first session that Japan 
is participating in from the 
beginning. Besides, Japan is also 
seeking a nonpermanent seat in 
the Security Council. The paper 
hoped that the actions of the 
Japanese delegation to the or- 
ganization would be such as 
to make other nations consider 
this country worthy of a seat 
in the Council. It also hoped that 
the General Assembly would 
take up the disarmament issue 
as the first item on its agenda, 
since never before has the issue 
been as pressing as at present. 


Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) re- 
gretted that the installation of 
an atomic reactor on Mt. Abu- 
san is being hindered by the op- 
position of the citizens of Iba- 
ragi. Even if the people of 
Takatsuki, in which the moun- 
tain is located, should support 
the construction plan, the paper 
said, the Ibaragi citizens will 
oppose it. Of course, the paper

said, no one will oppose peace- 
ful utilization of atomic energy 
at this “atomic age.” The seiec- 
tion of Mt. Abusan as the site 
for the atomic reactor, it said. 
was very awkward since it will 
involve a possible danger for 
the 10,000,000 people living along 
the Yodo River which may be- 
come contaminated. 

Chugoku Shimbun (Hiroshi- 
ma) said the landslide victory 
of the Christian Democratic 
Union, led by Chancellor Ade- 
nauer, in the national] elections 
showed the faith of the West 
German people in the Adenauer 
regime. It also showed, the 
paper said, that the West Ger- 
man Government’s policy is 
strongly supported by the peo- 
ple. It asserted that the major 
reason for the Christian Derno- 
cratic Union’s victory was eco- 
nomic. Though defeated in the 
last war, the paper noted, the 
country has gold-dollar reserves 
of more than 4,000 million dol- 
lars, boasting of the best eco- 
nomic position in west Europe. 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun, com- 
menting on the so-called new 
policy of the Liberal-Democratic 
Party, urged the party to give 
priority to the execution of two 
planks of its platform—ouster 
of poverty, violence and graft 
and creation of a welfare state. 
Above all, the paper said, the 
Government must first tide the 
nation over the present econo- 
mic crisis. Unless this is done, 
it said, it will be impossible to 
establish a welfare state or bring 
about full employment. If the 
Kishi regime meets the economic 
crisis, the paper said, the so- 
called Kishi boom will be 
strengthened, 


mind in the least. 

In just this respect, there is 
a vital shade of difference be 
tween the Chancellor and his 
Defense Minister. Strauss, like 
Adenauer, clearly thinks of 
Germany as a great new weight 
in the world balance. Strauss 
is also committed to che 
Adenauer policy of a German 
that will make its future bot 
within Europe and within the 
Western Alliance. 


But in the case of Strauss, 
as nearly as I could judge after 
a long, frank talk in his modest 
office, the commitment to the 
Adenauer policy is not absolute 
and irrevocable. It is, you 
might say, only a conditional 
commitment, In this sense, 
you might also say, Strauss pre- 
figures that Germany which 
must come after Adenauer. 


Most of our talk together 
was taken up by Strauss’ in- 
cisive explanation of his de- 
fense program, which will add 
12 German divisions to NATO’s 
Western European “shield” 
force, by the end of 1960. But 
there were two exchanges with 
a much larger resonance. The 
first was occasioned by mention 
of the debate in London about 
“closing the membership of the 
atomic club” by halting all 
nuclear testing. Strauss at once 
commented vigorously: 

“We Germans think that the 
problem of control of the atom- 
ic weapons cannot possibly be 
solved if more and more na- 
tions are to begin producing 
those weapons, We don’t want 
that to happen. We don’t want 
to produce atomic weapons our- 
selves. But if some way out of 
this dilemma is not found, so 


that all nations, even small <nd 
irresponsible nations, are be- 
coming atomic powers, then ob- 
viously the German position 
will need to be reexamined.” 
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Once again Strauss revealed 
his mind, and even more 
vividly, in response to a men- 
tion of reports from Washing- 
ton of new defense economies 


in the American budget. Ac- 
cording to these reports, the 
Pentagon was again being 


tempted to save men and 
money by sharply reducing the 
American contribution of divi- 
sions to NATO. Again Strauss 
commented vigorously: 

“On that point, I can only 
quote Gen. Norstad, who ‘as 
said—and I use his own words 
—that he will not be able to 
bear the responsibility for the 
shield defense of Western Euro- 
pe, if the shield is unduly 
lightened. 

“Speaking more generally, I 
think all the leaders of the 
Western nations must constant- 
ly bear in mind that the West- 
ern Alliance is today squarely 
based on a distribution of na- 
tional responsibilities. If the 
distribution of responsibilities 
breaks down, because some na- 
tions do not want to bear their 
responsibilities or because some 
seek to bear the responsibili- 
ties of others, then you will get 
a wholly new situation. You 
will get a situation of ‘every 
one for himself.” And if that 
situation arises, Germany also 
will have to follow the same 
cource, because there will be 
no a.iternative.” 

There it was, in a nutshell.

Beirut (Via Radio) — An 
important vote comes up in the 


United Nations today (Sept. 17) 
in New York which will affect 


American leadership in the 
Arab world and this most vital 
part of the entire world, It’s a 
vote to decide between Sir Leslie 
Munro of New Zealand and Dr. 
Charles Malik, Foreign Minister 
of Lebanon, as next president 
of the U.N. General Assembly. 
Both are good men and both are 
excellent friends of the United 
States. 


Paradoxically, the Soviet bloc 
is supporting Malik despite the 
fact that he is bitterly opposed 
to Soviet penetration of the Near 
East. He has battled against 
communism and is one of the 
best Arab friends the United 
States has. Moscow is support- 
ing him in the U.N. election 
for just one reason: the Krem- 
lin is wooing the Arab world 
with every device and gimmick 
in its copious bag of tricks and 
one of them is to put the United 
States in the position of oppos- 
ing the Arab, Malik, as presi- 
dent of the U.N, assembly, 


At this writing it looks as if 
this would happen, Some time 
ago the United States made a 
pledge to Munro to support him 
for the Assembly presidency. 
Now we are in the embarrassing 
position of having either to 
break that pledge or to vote 
against our best friend in the 
Arab world. The situation 
illustrates the Soviet’s current 
diplomatic skill unlike’ the 
blundering days when Molotov 
was at the helm. The Soviet 
today is not missing a single 
trick, 


Note—It happens that Malik 
and Munro are good friends 
and have personal admiration 
for each other. Western dip- 
lomats have been hoping that 
Munro would withdraw from 
the election, thereby releasing 
the United States from its 
pledge. 


Crucial Penetration 


Soviet penetration of the Near 
East is just as serious as Loy 
Henderson reported to Washing- 
ton—in fact, considerably more 
serious than the temporizing 
statement of John Foster Dulles 
indicated last week. What Mos- 
cow has done is stake out a 
triangular claim in the three 
most crucial parts of an area 
that controls 70 per cent of the 
world’s oil which dominates the 
pathway to Asia and which has 
been sought after by rulers of 
the world since before the days 
of Christ. 


The three points of this Soviet 
triangle are the Suez Canal, 
which Moscow can dominate 
through its friend, Egypt’s Nas- 
ser; Yemen, at the mouth of the 
Red Sea, and Syria, which has 
just installed a pro-Soviet Gov- 
ernment. Yemen, which lies 
next to the British desert out- 
post of Aden guarding the en- 
trance to the Red Sea, has re- 
cently received 200 Russian 
MI1Gs. There probably isn’t one 
Yemenite who can fly a MIG. 
They can drive camels and goats 
with the same techniques used 
in the days of Abraham, but not 
MIGs. Furthermore, the MIGs 
are of no value to them except 
one purpose: to rout the British 
and scare King Saud and his oil 
away from the Arabian-Ameri- 
can Oil Co, 


Further north, in Syria, Mos- 
cow has negotiated the follow- 
ing secret arms deal with the 
military men who have taken 
over the Syrian Government: 
150 million dollars worth of

Skilled Subversion 


To understand the skill with 
which Moscow has been sub- 
verting in the Near East you 
have to realize the strategic im- 
portance of Syria geographical- 
ly. It is the key to the Arab 
states of the Near East. You 
can’t get to Iraq from the 
Mediterranean without passing 
through Syria. You can’t get to 
Jordan without passing through 


Syria. You can’t get to Saudi 
Arabia or Kuwait on the 
Persian Gulf without flying 


over or passing through Syria. 


And this country _ sitting 
squarely astride the crossroads 
of the Arab Near East is now 
definitely dominated by Rus- 
sia. 


In brief, while the State De- 
partment has been worrying 
about the German elections, 
stewing over passports for 
Americans wanting to go to 
China, and currying favor with 
the aging Chiang Kai-shek, the 
Kremlin has been = skillfully 
staking out a strategic triangle 
in this part of the world which 
can squeeze Europe’s  ofl-de- 
pendent factories dry as a 
sucked lemon and which can 
call the political tune for North 
Africa. For, as the Near East 
goes between communism cnd 
the West, so goes Africa, 


How Soviet Operates 


Here are some of the tech- 
niques used by the Soviet to 
subvert this area. One is to 
win over the clergy, especially 
the Moslem clergy. Another is 
to win the intellectuals, especial- 
ly the poor intellectuals, A 
Moslem hodga will receive an 
emissary from Russian Tash- 
kent saying the Moslem people 
there want his learned opinion 
on some matter of Moslem law.

ELIZABETHANS. By Al- 
landyce Nicoll. Published by Came- 
bridge University Press. 


The life of England in the 
Elizabethan age, 16th century, 
is pr2sented in this volume with 
the words of the Elizabethans 
themselves and pictures drawn 
by them. In this it differs from 
what historians generally write 
about the past ages. The 
numerous drawings made by the 
people of the period of the life 
around them give a realistic pic- 
ture of the time, and what 
those people wrote about their 
own life and their sentiments 
bring the readers intimately 
close to the life in England at 
that time. 

Ancient writings are moder- 
nized so that they will be 
readily understood. The volume, 
furthermore, covers a very wide 
range of subjects. Beginning 
with the people’s idea about 
heaven and earth, the moon 
and others. 

Portraits and descriptions of 
great personages of the time, 
and the condition of the govern- 
ment and church are explained. 
Life in London and the coun- 
tryside, rogues and vagabonds, 
witches and fairies, houses and 
gardens are minutely described. 
The domestic life, of love, mar- 
riage and children, and eating 
and drinking habits are clearly 
presented. 

Schools, science and physics 
are not forgotten, while the 
music, dance and literature of 
the period are described, as also 
the army and navy. 

In short, it is a graphic book 
of the Elizabethan period.—M.J.

U.S. Troop Withdrawal 


To the Editor: 

Your editorial of Sept. 9 on 
“U.S. Troop Withdrawal” was 
splendid, and I read it with 
great interest and pleasure. It 
Was a sane and excellent review 
of the recent American-Japanese 
relations. 


The announcement of the 
withdrawal of the U.S. land 
forces from Japan is causing 
concern among the thinking 
people of Japan. They are ask- 
ing: 1) Can Japan be sufficient- 
ly protected against a sudden 
international emergency? 2) 
Has the Japanese Government 
made adequate preparations for 
the increase of the defense 
forces, and arrangement for 50,- 
000 workers who will shortly 
be discharged by the U.S. For- 
ces? 3) Has Premier Kishi ever 
considered the loss of 500 mil- 
lion dollars by Japan, and finan- 
cial loss by thousands of shop- 
keepers and house owners do- 
ing business with the US. 
Forces and their families? 


When Premier Kishi return- 
ed from Washington in June, 
newspapers reported the nego- 
tiations for the troop withdrawal 
as his diplomatic success. As 
a matter of fact, the United 
States Government had been 
studying to find the proper time 
for the U.S. troop withdrawal 
without causing disruption to 
Japanese economy. So, when 
Premier Kishi asked for with- 
drawal, Washington agreed at 
once to his proposal. 


But, in the moment of inter- 
national unrest in the Far East, 
and in the Middle East, the 
sudden withdrawal of the U.S. 
Forces from Japan is danger- 
ous. It helps the quick infiltra- 
tion of Communists which is 
causing anxiety to the Japanese 
people. 

As you stated, the presence 
of the U.S. forces in Japan has 
conferrec many benefits on the 
Japanese people, though the 
case like Girard is an excep- 
tion. They have come to under- 
stand our ideals and way of 
life and interpreted our people 
to the United States; and they 
have demonstrated to the Japa- 
nese people the democratic prin- 
ciples and high ideals of the 
American people. Thus, they 
have helped to create mutual 
understanding and appreciation 
and closer relations between our 
two people. Besides, they have 
helped Japan to increase gold 
reserve, much more than for- 
eign tourists. © 


Since last June I have met 
a number of American officers 
and soldiers, with their fami- 
lies, who were suddenly fore- 
ed to leave Japan because of 
the withdrawal orders. They 
said: “We are very sorry to 
leave Japan so suddenly, be- 
cause Mr. Kishi does not want 
us to stay here!” We are very 
sorry for them that they had 
to leave so suddenly. 

On the other hand, the Japa- 
nese people are friendly to the 
American people, and have no 
hard feelings against them. If 
there are any who shout against 
America, they are moved by 
Communist propaganda to sepa- 
rate Japan from the United 
States. It is high time for the 
United States to make a deter- 
mined effort for the campaign 
of education to comPat Soviet’s 
anti-American propaganda in 
Japan. 

In discussing the U.S. troop 
withdrawal, it is necessary to 
clarify the Japanese mind as 
to the purpose of the Security 
Treaty between Japan and the 
United States. Because the 
Japanese Government has never 
explained to them about it, 
many Japanese still today be- 
lieve that the American soldiers 
are stationed here in continua- 
tion of the Allied Occupation of 
Japan. Thus, they are asking: 
“Why is the foreign army sta- 
tioned in independent Japan?” 

When Japan became indepen- 
dent she found herself utterly 
defenseless against foreign ag- 
gression, and even against 
domestic riots. She requested 
the United States for protec- 
tion, and the Security Treaty 
was signed at Presidio on Sept. 
8, 1951 to enter into force on 
April 28, 1952. " 

The  U.S.-Japan Security 
Treaty was an answer to the 
Sino-Soviet Treaty of Friend- 
ship, Alliance, and Mutual As- 
sistance against Japan and the 
United States signed in Mos- 
cow on Feb. 14, 1950. Soviet 


Russia attempted to occupy Hok- 
kaido during the Allied Occupa- 
tion, but was prevented by the 
strong opposition of President 
Truman and General Douglas 
MacArthur. Had it not been 
for America’s protection, Japan 
today would have to suffer the 
same fate of Germany. 


The Sino-Soviet Treaty of 
Friendship, Alliance and Mutual 
Assistance was signed in Mos- 
cow, Feb. 14, 1950, by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei _ /y, 
Vyshinsky and Communist 
China’s Prime Minister and For- 
eign Minister Chou En-lai. It 
was a military alliance against 
Japan and the United States, 
and to run for 30 years, to be 
extended five more § years. 
Article 1 of the treaty pro 
vides: 


“Both contracting parties 
undertake jointly to take ail 
necessary measures at their dis- 
posal for the purpose of pre- 
venting the repetition of ag- 
gression and violation of peace 
on the part of Japan or any 
state which would unite with 
Japan directly or in any other 
form in acts of aggression. In 
the vent of one of the contract- 
ing parties being attacked by 
Japan or states allied with it 
and thus being involved in a 
state of war, the other contract- 
ing party will immediately 
render military or other assist- 
ance with all the means at its 
disposal. 

“The contracting parties also 
declare their readiness in a 
Spirit of sincere cooperation to 
participate in all international 
actions aimed at ensuring peace 
and security throughout the 
world, and will contribute their 
full share in the earliest real- 
ization of these objectives.” 


Both Vyshinsky and Chou 
En-lai knew that Japan had 
been prostrated by defeat, and 
had no strength or desire to 
fight. The Sino-Soviet Treaty 
of alliance was intended for 
their own aggression. Sure 
enough, the Korean War broke 
out only four months after the 
signing of this treaty. 

It was most urgent for Japan 
to seek American protection, 
and the U.S.Japan Security 
Treaty came into existence, The 
treaty guarantees: 

1) U.S. contribution for the 
maintenance of interna- 
tional peace and security 
in the Far East. 

2) Japan’s security against 
armed foreign attack. 

3) At express request of the 
Japanese Government, to 
assist Japan to put down 
large-scale internal riots 
and disturbances caused 
by foreign instigation or 
intervention. 

Article 1 of the U.S.-Japan 
Security Treaty reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Japan grants, and the United 
States of America accepts, the 
right, upon the coming into 
force of the Treaty of Peace 
and of this Treaty, to dispose 
United States land, air and sea 
forces in and about Japan. Such 
forces may be utilized to contri- 
bute to the maintenance of in- 
ternational peace and security 
in the Far East and to the sec- 
urity against armed attack from 
without, including assistance 
given at the express request of 
the Japanese Government to put 
down large-scale internal riots 
and disturbances in Japan caus- 
ed through instigation or inter- 
vention by an outside power or 
powers,” 

Since the Security Treaty 
went into effect on April 28, 
1952, the U.S. Forces are sta- 
tioned in Japan to protect the 
peace and security of our coun- 
try, and in the Far East. Our 
people must realize that the 
American forces are here as our 
guests to protect our country 
against foreign aggression. 

In these difficult days in the 
Far East when Soviet aggres- 
sion is increasingly felt, the U.S. 
troop withdrawal from Japan 


should be carried out with 
greater caution and careful 
strategy. In recent years, the 


American people have come to 
realize Asia’s importance in 
world politics, and Japan’s role 
in the Far East. Japanese 
statesmen should approach the 
United States with more candor 
and frankness. Thus, our two 
nations become trusted allies 
and partners for the defense of 
peace in the Far East and the 
Free World.
